The case comes.up to the court 
on an appeal frem the State of 
Oregon against a decision by the 
Federal District Court declariug — 
‘the State school law inyalid. 


Asserting that a decision sustaine 
ing the law would be the death 
knéll to freedom and religious lib- 
in this country, William D, 
Guthrie, as counsel for the Society 
of the Sisters of the Holy Names of 
Jesus and Mary, argued today that 
those sponsoring the law would 
seek to foist it upon the people 
through a constitutional ameng- 
ment. ’ 

The underlying motive and ine 
tent of the new law was as antle 
religious, he said, as any soviet 
measure adopted in Russia. It was” 
being opposed, he added, not only 
by the Roman Catholic Church, 
but by Presbyterians, Episcopal 
‘fans, Jews and all whom he dee. 
~scribed as the friends of the Conte 
stitution. 

The case of the State was pre@- 
sented yesterday by Willis D. 
Moore, Assistant Attorney-General 
for the State. 

The Oregon schoo! law, enacted 
in‘ the days when Ku Klux Klan- 
ism swept the State, in effect pro- 
vides that perents and guardians 


| of chikiren between the ages of 


§ and 16 must send them to the 
public schools. There are a. few 
minor exceptions to the drastic 
provisions of this law. Under tis 
provisions, it is claimed by its op- 
ponents, all private schools except 
those of advanced grade, would be 
/wiped out. The law was aimed 
| directly at parochial schools, but 
its effect, it Is claimed, would be

No Parallel Case. 

As explained by Moore, this law 
was passed after full consigeration 
by the voters of the State. In an-

Police Power Argument.

Clear Soups and 


Broths to Charm 
A Jaded Appetite

T soup depends upon three things 

—the proper selection of the 
ingredients with which it is made, 
the art and skill of the cook in 
cooking the soup, and the well reg- 
ulated fire over which it is cooked. 
The basis of clear soups is double 
stock, red or white stock, strength- 
ened by the addition of veal or 
chickén to Ancrease the needed 
glutinous substance and to add to 
the flavor. Ali clear soups are 
transparent and shade from straw 
color to light brown in color. Al- 
most all these soups have garni- 
tures of different kinds, diced or 
vegetables, dumplings, 
some sort of macaroni paste, 
noodles. mushroonis, egg balls and 
other kinds generally used. 

Broths are variously made from 
the unclarified liquor in which 
chicken. veal, mutton, beef, rabbit, 
sheep's head, clams, oysters, eels, 
turtle, vegetables or certain cereals 
have been cooked. When made for 
invalids or children the broths are 
strained, carefully cooled, the 
grease skimmed off, then they are 
reheated. tice, barley or some 
other garniture may be added. 

Chicken Broth. 

Select a fresh young chicken, 
plump but not fat, wash thorough- 
ly after cleaning it carefully, cut 
the meat in small pieces and break 
the large bones, scald and skin the 
feet after removing the claws, and 
place all in a saucepan with two 
quarts of cold water, a thinly sliced 
onion. a blade of mace, a teaspoon- 
ful of chopped parsley, the same of 
chopped celery .leaves, pepper, a 
little salt, and a teaspoonful of 
sage. Cover and cook very slowly 
for about. three hours. Strain 
through a fine seive, return to the 
saucepan after it is washed and 
bring to boiling point, adding a 
tablespoonful of washed rice and a 
teaspoonful of minced parsley. 
Cook 20 minutes, then serve. 

Consomme Burnet. 

Wash and dice one carrot, one 
white turnip, one onion, one leek, 
and a heart of lettuce and fry them 
very carefully in two ounces ov 
butter, adding pepper, salt and a 
quarter of a teaspoonful of sugar. 
Have ready heated three pints of 
clear white stock. Add acupfu!l of 
the stock to the vegetables and 
cook unfil they are tender, skim- 
ming carefully: then add the rest 
of the stock. Meantime, crush one 
ounce of tapioca and soak it for a 
few minutes in tepid water, then 
strain off the water and add a cup- 
ful of the consomme and cook un- 
til it is clear and tender, then add 
it all to the soup. Just before serv- 
ing add a few drops of clear lemon 
juice to the soup. 

, Clear Oxtail Soup. 

Wash and cut one oxtail into 
short lengths and cover it with cold 
water. Add a little salt and bring 
slowly to boiling point and cook 
two minutes, then strain off the 
liquid. Return the meat to the 
saucepan and add three quarts of 
clear stock with a little parsley, 
some chopped celery. a_ sliced 
onion, two cloves, a blade of mace. 
pepper, salt and half bay lead. a 
carrot, and a white turnip, both 
diced. Cover and boil for four 
hours. Strain, set aside the meat 
that is removed, then clarify with 
the whites and shells of two egzs. 
When cold remove all grease. Re- 
heat and add any garniture liked. 
Sometimes a tablespoonful of ar- 
rowroot gives it a little more body.
